An audit has been completed of the financial records 
of the Town of Beals for the year ended February 15, 


1954, with the exception of the 1954 excise tax col- 
lections. 


Scope of Audit 


This audit included an examination of the records 
maintained by the Selectmen, Tax Collector, and Town 
Treasurer. While all transactions were not examined 
in detail, such test checks were made as seemed appro- 
priate. All asset and liability accounts were reviewed 
and direct verification was made to the extent deemed 
appropriate. 


Assets 


Cash on deposit in the Union Trust Co., Ellsworth, 
Maine, was reconciled with the statement furnished 
by the depository bank. 

The cash balance of $1,135.63 was on deposit in the 
bank, with the exception of $5.63. 

The record of collections made by the Tax Collector 
was reviewed and it was ascertained that these col- 
lections had been deposited with the Town Treasurer. 
The cash collections, together with abatements, dis- 
count and tax liens completed payment of the 1953 
commitment. 

The 1953 excise tax collections were checked in de- 
tail with the Collector’s copies of the excise tax re- 
ceipts and found in agreement with the amount de- 
posited with the Treasurer. 

We were unable to check the 1954 excise tax collec- 
tions owing to the fact that one excise tax book was 
missing. In order to complete the audit of these col- 
lections, it will be necessary to secure from the Secre- 
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tary of State a record of the missing receipts. 

The tax liens on file were examined and found to be 
properly recorded and were in agreement with the 
amount shown by the records. 

All expired tax liens and tax deeds were transferred 
to the Tax Acquired Property account during the year. 


Liabilities 
During the year under audit, Notes outstanding were 
reduced $2,000.00. Of this amount, $1200.00 was paid 


from the appropriation for that purpose and the bal- 
ance of $800.00 from current funds.

This account represents the unexpended balances in 
the appropriation accounts and is constituted of the 
following:

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
’ of Beals: 


I am submitting herewith a report of the public 
schools of the Town of Beals for the fiscal year ending 
March 1955. 

Our schools have been in operation for a full year 
of thirty-six weeks since the books were closed a year 
ago. It will be observed from the financial reports 


which accompany this report that we have a balance in 
the Support of Schools Account of $2,926.13 and an 
overdraft in the School Repair Account of $663.34 and 
a net balance all accounts considered of $2,267.34. The 
overdraft in the School Repair Account was due to 
some rather extensive repairs to the sewer system at 
the Beals School. Septic tanks were installed, replac- 
ing an old shallow cesspool that had become inopera- 
tive. The sewer pipes as between the building and the 
old cesspool had to be uncovered, sections replaced and 
the line cleared of obstructions. It was necessary to 
blast about thirty inches of ledge in order to sink the 
septic tanks to the proper level in order to give sewer 
pipes proper pitch as between the building and the 
ocean. I believe we now have a good system of sew- 
age disposal and that it fully complies with the pro- 
visions of the state law. | 

Our State General All Purpose Educational Aid 
apportionment this last December was $1,262.03 more 
than had been anticipated. All municipalities of the 
state received larger sums of this state aid than was 
anticipated. The special session of the legislature, 
called this last fall by Governor Cross, made available 
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for education from the state surplus fund a sum of 
money which enabled the State Commissioner of Edua- 
cation to pay the towns and cities of the state 106% 


of the amount due them under the provisions of the 
General All Purpose Educational Aid law. 

The town employs four elementary teachers and two 
secondary teachers. All hold valid regular state teach- 
ing certificates of the proper type and all have on file 
in the office of the Superintendent of Schools physi- 
cians’ certificates indicating no active tuberculosis. The 
annual salaries for the current year in the elementary 
schools vary from $1900.00 to $2250.00; in the second- 
ary school from $2500.00 to $3200.00; the average 
annual salary for all Beals teachers is $2300.00. These 
salaries are, in all instances, in compliance with the 
provisions of the state minimum teacher’s salary law. 
It should be noted that the average salary of all teach- 
ers in the State of Maine for the current year is $2900. 

Samples of water were collected this last fall from 
the sources of supply at the Beals School and the AI- 
ley’s Bay School, forwarded to the State Division of 
Sanitary Engineering for analysis. The water from 
these sources was approved for drinking purposes at 
the Beals and Alley’s Bay Schools. 

The steam boiler at the Beals School was inspected 
this last fall by the state boiler inspector as required 
by state law. The boiler was found to be o.k. and a 
certificate forwarded which has been placed under 
glass and hung in the boiler room of the Beals School. 

School property in the town presently has insurance 
coverage as follows: Beals School Building, amount of 
policies $14,000.00, cost of premiums $255.71; Alley’s 
Bay School, amount of policy $1,000.00, cost of prem- 
ium $37.50. Thus, it will be seen that we now have a 
total of $15,000.00 insurance coverage on all school 
property, the premiums of which amount to $293.21. 
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All insurance policies are now written for a term of 
one year with the exception of that on the Alley’s Bay 
School, which is written for a term of three years. 

The National School Lunch Program Type “C”’ con- 
sisting of milk was discontinued over a year ago be- 
cause the milk could not be delivered to the schools 
regularly. It has not been in operation this past year. 
If a plan of regular delivery to the schools could be 
worked out, the program could be started any time. 
It is very important that the milk be delivered to the 
school buildings regularly and preferably in the early 
part of the day. At the time the program was discon- 
tinued, we were receiving milk that at times was frozen 
and at other times sour. 

A new oil burning heating unit, iantfacruted by 
the American Radiator Company, was purchased and 
installed at the Alley’s Bay School this past summer 
together with two 275 gallon oil storage tanks. This 
is a thermostatically controlled oil burning furnace 
with installation in the classroom. This is a modern 
type of heating unit of adequate size to provide suf- 
ficient heat under all conditions of weather, and will, 
I believe, take care of the heating needs of the school 
for many years. As stated earlier in this report, the 
installation of two septic tanks and the relaying of 
sewer pipes as between the school building and septic 
tanks was very costly, making necessary the overdraft 
in the School Repair Account. Your school authorities 
had no choice in the matter. These repairs had to have 
prompt and immediate attention since the schools could 
not operate without sewage disposal. It would seem 
that our sewerage problems at the Beals School have 
been solved for some years to come. 

Something must be done to make the metal fire es- 
cape on the south side of the Beals School safe and 
useful. We are required by the state insurance com- 
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missioner to arrange for periodic fire drills in all 
schools. In these fire drills we are to make use of all 
existing exits which might be used in time of fire. I 
am sure it would not be safe to arrange for these fire 
drills for this building, drills such as would make use 
of the fire escape on the south side of the building. The 
fire escape on the north side of this building should be 
examined to determine its safety. There should be a 
door out of the classroom on to the platform of the 
_ wood fire escape on the north side of the building. It 
would be unsafe to have a fire drill that would require 
moving children out through a window to the fire es- 
cape platform; it would be hardly safe in time of fire. 
It is of the utmost importance that these fire escapes 
be made safe and useful and without delay! 

There are several classroom windows at the Beals 
School that should be replaced, others that should be 
repaired; all are very much in need of putty. Sash 
cords and fasteners should be replaced where neces- 
sary. All windows, doors and trim should be painted. 
That part of this building not now covered by siding 
should be painted or covered by siding like the rest of 
the building. The drafty condition on the floor of the 
Alley’s Bay School could be improved through making 
the foundation walls tight under the school and out- 
building. The electric lighting system at the Alley’s 
Bay School should be completed and a wall receptacle 
installed. 

The financial needs of the school for the new year 
will be made at the time of the annual town meeting. 

I have taken great pride, as I know the people of 
Beals have, in the accomplishment of its pupils—the 
citizens of tomorrow. These accomplishments include 
achievement in schcolarship, dramatics, public speak- 
ing, music and athletic competition. These pupils have 
unusual determination, persistence and aptitude so es- 
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sential to success. The number of these pupils who 
continue their education beyond high school is increas- 
ing rapidly so that now it is doubtful if any town the 
size of Beals can boast of a larger number of its pupils 
enrolled in schools of post high school grade. I extend 
congratulations to these youth. 

In conclusion, I wish to express my thanks and ap- 
preciation to the members of the school committee and 
the citizens of Beals for their support given the edu- 
cational program. I am very grateful.
